Address of the Missionary Board. 


We publish this week the able and candid ad- 
dress of the Missionary Board. ‘That it may be 
nnderstood, we will briefly advert to the causes 
which produced it 
Convention, held in New York last spring, an 
address was adopted and sent forth to South- 
ern Baptists, using plain language on the sub- 
ject of slavery, and exhorting them to banish 
that evil from among them. ‘This address gave 
great offence to some to whom it was addressed, 
and strong resolutions were adopted in some of 
the southern Churches and Associations respec- 
ting this address, and the motives of the persons 
who issued it. From the fact that one of the 
persons who signed this address was a Vice Pre- 
sident of the Board, they seem to have supposed 
that the Board, as such, had some connection 
with the propagation of the address, and accor- 
dingly many of them have resolved to withhold 
their contributions from the board for foreign 
Missions until that body shall have made some 
explanations, or exproesed their dissent from the 
principles thus promulgated. Some northern 
members have also expressed an unwillingness 
that the contributions of slave-holders should 
be received into the missionary treasury. ‘The 
Board have accordingly issued their address, 
in which they define their position, and show 
that by the constitution by which they were 
bound to conform, they have no jurisdiction over 
the matter, and that the whole subject belongs 
to the churches.—Cross and Journal.

Having been an eye witness to a scene of real 
enjoyment on that day set apart by the Governor 
and our Mayor, as a day of public thanksgiving, al- 
low me in as brief a manner as possible, to give 
your readers some faint idea of what I witnessed. 

Passing along Centre street in the morning, I 
was attracted by a crowd of poor abject beings, en- 
tering the basement of St. Philip’s Church; being 
aware that the same place was consecrated every 
Sabbath by one of the Missionary Sunday Schools, 
I was induced also to enter to learn what called 
them together oa this day. It was not long before 
I fully realized the interesting scene before me. 
Imagine upwards of 550 men, women and children, 
from that class of our population who are, I am 
sorry to say, least thought of on such an occasion, 
collected together for the purpose of having their 
bodily as well as their spiritual wants attended to— 
from the infant in the mother’s arms to the decrep- 
it old man and woman, and tell me if such a sight 
on such a day, was not sufficient of itself to cause 
one to weep with joy. 

After partaking each of a plentifulrepast of coffee, 
warm biscuit and ginger cakes, they were called 
to order by the Superintendent, and after an appro- 
priate prayer by Mr. Dewees, a Tract Missionary, 
were addressed by Gen. Riley, of Rochester, on the 
subject of temperance. His address was a very 
happy one, and chained, as it were, their fixed at- 
tention, and at its close, as he was about bidding 
them farewell, they all arose and thanked him with 
united voices, at the same time giving him their 
farewell in a hearty ** good bye !” 

Afterwards they sung that sweet hymn called the 
‘“* Dismission Hymn,” and on passing out, each one 
was liberally supplied with cakes and coffee. 

Without saying anything in praise of those who 
got up this feast, I would before I close this imper- 
fect sketch, ask, why not have more such ?—Have 
we not ia our midst benevolent individuals suffi- 
cient to make glad the hearts of our poor population 
on our feast days? Let us not-then, leave tua few, 
so delightful a pleasure, as | doubt not many there 
realized in witnessing the result of this effort.

5. Many thousands of children, who read the Bi- 
ble, and attend Sabbath School, do not love God, 
and therefore cannot have ahappy new year. You 
may pray that they may have new hearts, that they 
may happy, not only for a year; but through al! 
eternity. 

6. Several hundred thousands of children are 
born to be slaves. I receive in exchange for the

Before we answer this question, 
we observe there are four things which a Pzedobap- 
tist must take for granted, before be can urge this 
place in his favor; but if he can prove none of 
them, his argument (to use the learned Limborch’s 
phrase) “Sis good for nothing.” 1. That Lydia had, 
at this time, or lately, an husband. 2. That she 
had children, and children then in infancy, or under 
the years of understanding, 3. That these children 
were with her at Philippi. That such ehildren 
were really baptized. 

Now the whole of this we consider highly im- 
probable; for respecting the first, it does not ap-

From the New World. 

National Mercies and Responsibilities. 
With the elements of national blessedness which 
We possess, a world might be up in arms against 
us, and we could stand the shock; a world might 
be sunk in wretchedness, and we could bless, re- 
deem, and save it. We are bound to see to it, that 
we do not neutralize the power and benefit of these 
blessings, and the power of our own exampl over 
the nations, by the practice of iniquity among our- 
selves; of iniquity, perhaps, which every civilized 
nation under heaven has abandoned. It is to be 
fondly hoped that God will not permit us so to 
thwart his goodness. In the atrocious iniquity 
committed by the English nation in its attack spoo 
the Chinese Empire, for the defence of the fprivi- 
lege of poisoning the natives of that empire with 
staugsled opium, we can see how far even a pro- 
fessedly Christian people may go, in acts thatren- 
der its moral power over others, a nullity anda 
laughing stock. We are bound to avoid such mon- 
strous inconsistencies, and not only to take sare, 
for ourselves, of the blessings God has bestowed | 
upon us, but to use them as the means of blessed- 
ness to the world. Weare bound to watch over, | 
for ourselves and others, the element of freedom of | 
opinion, that it do not degenerate into licentious- 
ness and atheism; of a free government, that it be 
justly administered; of common schools, that they 
be well taught, and every where proviaed for; of the 
word of God, that it be every where disseminated ; 
of the gospel, that it be preached in purity; of the 
Sabbath, that it be not desecrated and abused; of 
revivals of religion, that they be not, through the 
sins of the peorle,and the lukewarmness of the 
church, permitted to cease from existence. 

Perhaps there is not another nation in the world, 
that possesses together, all these elements of bless- 
edness, these merciful tokens of God’s peculiar fa- 
vor. Iam sure there is no other people possessing 
them to the degree that we do. Nor is it in the 
power of language to describe, or of the mind to 
measure, the extent of obligation and responsibility 
with which they load us asa nation. They open 
before us, a career of benevolence and glory, such 
as no other people ever entered, such as no other 
can command. They mark as distinctly a great 
design of God in regard to us, as if some aged 
prophet of the Lord—some majestic, heaven-in- 
spired Isaiah—three thousand years ago, had writ- 
ten down, as in the case of Cyrus, our very name 
and character, in the roll of his predictions. ‘lhe 
thought of the possibility of a waste and abuse of 
these mercies, a failure of these high purposes ol 
God in regard to us, is painful in the extreme 
How much more so, if the view of our obstinately 
cherished sins, our furming habits, and the festering 
evils in oursystem, render it in the least degree prob- 
able. Surely, there is a veice to usas there was to 
ancient Israel, from the bright array of our spiritual 
mercies especially, and in reference to their pecu- 
liarity-—** You only have I known of all the na- 
tions of the earth, therefore you will I punish for 
all your iniquities!” And God has preserved that 
degraded people, with the niarks of his wrath upon 
them in the sight of the nations, as it were, like a 
lost archangel, with the deep thunder scars of his 
fall eutrenched in bis once bright countenance, or 
rather like the body of acommon malefactor, ex- 
posed in chains upon a gibbet, to teach surviving 
empires, on a most mighty and terrific scale of ven- 
geance, the awful consequences of despised mercies, 
guilt persisted in, and vast responsibil.ties abused. 
Let me repeat the lesson, copied by the instructive 
genius of Cowper from the pages of inspiration : 
Their glory faded, and their race dispersed, 

The lastofnations now, though once the first, 
They warn and teach the proudest, would they learn, 
Keep wisdom, or meet vengeance in your turn; 
If we escaped not, if [leaven spared not us, 
Peeled, scattered, and exterminated thus; 

If vice received her retribution due, 

When we were visited, what hope for you ? 
When God arises, with an awful frown, 

To punish lust, or pluck presumption down, 
When gifts perverted, or not duly prized,

Extract of a Letter Dated, 
Salisbury, N. Y. Dee. 30th, 1840. 

Dear Br. Grosvenor,—In April last there were in. 
dications that God was beginning to pour out of 
his Spirit on the people here, and a gradual work 
of grace went forward, so that, up to October Ist, ] 
had enjoyed the happiness of baptizing and wel. 
coming to the church, 20 persons, who gave us ev. 
idence that they had passed from death unto life, 

About the middle of October, a young brother of 
the Christian connection, came along providential- 
ly, and commenced preaching at *Brocket’s Bridge,” 
about four miles from this place. Several of the 
members of this church reside there, and I had 
preached in that neighborhood one evening in two 
weeks. The young man’s labors were evidently 
blessed of God, and as he had begun a protracted 
meeting, Lengaged with him in the work, About 
sixty converts were the fruits of this meeting, a- 
mong whom were five of my own children, all who 
are old enough to discern between the good and the 
evil. Most of the converts united with the Metho- 
dist society, 15 with the church of which Tam pas- 
tor, and the remainder with the people who wish 
to be called only “ Christians.” 

As soon as this meeting closed, we commenced 
one here. The first week, I preached every eve- 
ning. The next two weeks, Elder Raymond of 
Coopertown, was with us, and preached day and 
evening. The week following, we went on alone. 
Some sixty or seventy have given pleasing evi- 
dence of a change of heart; and the number of 
those “buried with Christ by baptism” since we 
removed here, has been increased to sixty one; and 
some others will no doubt, go forward soon. Bome
